Thousands of placards will be posted in 
public buildings, street cara railway trains, 
and other conspicuous places ta notify the 
public of the dangers confronting them, and 
in addition post cards are being malied to 
every physician in Chitago telling him that 
he may have tuberculin free with which to 
test suspicious cases. It is costing the city 
a large sum of money to do all this, but the 
commissioner and Dr. Joseph’ Biehn,) dl- 
rector of the Chicago laboratory, feel that 
it is one of the best investments that can 
be made. 


Complaint Receives Attention. 

Any one noting the slightest impurities in 
milk supply, or unclean cans, bottlea wag- 
ons, depots, or even drivers, or other hand- 
lers of the lacteal fluid is earnestly requested 
to notify the health department, and imme- 
diate steps will be taken to eradicate the 
dirt. However, this is not all that the health 
department is doing toward the supplying 
of pure milk. butter, and cheese, through 
which typhoid might be distributed. Three 
special inspectors) have been assigned to 
outlying points to look after the creameries 
regularly, a work which has heretofore 
beem undertaken only spasmodically. 

So far this year the department has put 
thirty dealers out of business, and sixty 
others have retired voluntarily because they 
could not profitably sell milk under the 
stringent regulations. Over 200 stores have 
quit handling milk because the eity ordi- 
nance, forbids their dealing in bulk; and 
makes it incumbent upon them to sell the 
bottled article only. 


More Small Dealers Will Quit. 

More dealers are likely to quit the business 
when the city raises the percentage of cream 
from 15 to 18 to comply with the standard 
already fixed by the state. Am ordinance to 
this effect is to be introduced fm the counci! 
soon, and the bealth officials have no doubt of 
its passage. When the standard is raised the 
dealer can no longer successfully skim by 
hand, and that will mean the purchase of 
separators. The only regrettable thing 
about these reforms, the health officials sny, 
is thet it plays into the hande of the big 
dealers seemingly to the injury of the sma)!

How Oklahoma Plan Works. 


‘My information with respect to the Okila- 
homeasystem is that it is developing as might 
be éxpected, I have a correspondent who is 
intimately acquainted with the conditions in 
Oklaho In a letter of Sept. 22, 1008, 
in speaking of the effect of the guaranty of 
deposit law, he uses the following language: 

“* Conditions in Oklahome are growing 
worse than was expected on account of the 
recent décision there whereby it was decided 
that the bank commissioner has no right to 
refuse to grant a charter to parties propos- 
ing to organize a bank. As an instance, in 
a town of leas than 500 people as many as four 
banks have been organized. Application is 
now in for the organization of the fourth 
bank in one town of only 470 population. 

'*¢ Men whose past record proved them to 
be incompetent are engaging in the banking 
business and getting in control.of banking 
institutions. I have knowledge of one in- 
stance where a man was engaged im business 
some years ago and failed. He went to an- 
‘*other town and engaged in the same line of 
business in his wife’s name, but conducted 
her affairs in such an unbusinessiike way 
that she failed. Some,time afterward he 
went. to Oklahoma territory and started a 
small state bank, but found he could not 
succeed and sold to other parties and left the 
territory. A few months ago, however, he 
returned and started another bank, adver- 
tising that the depositors are secured under 
the state guaranty law, and after sixty days’ 
opetation he now has over $100,000 deposits. 

“'T have it from the best authority that 
he how proposes to atart fifteen new state 
banke throughout the state, two of which 
alrgady have been organized and one now 
doing business.’ *’ 

‘ The postal savings bank system has a 
guaranty by the government under circum- 
stances which justify it, because it receives 
and husbands the deposits... This guaranty 


‘will, of course, attract deposits, but the in- 


terast fund is so low that the usual customers 
of savings banks will not be drawn away, as 
exper. ence in all other countries shows, 
‘The democrtic platform proposes, if the 

guaranty system cannot be put into force, to 
then adopt the postal savings bank, as if the 
guaranty system supplied the means met by 
the restal savings banks. This is entirely 
untrue. 

‘No enforced guaranty system wiii supply 
what the postal savings banks will supply.”

Hard to Prove Their Rights.

Some 
were hypersensitive and resented the clerks’ 
questions, and others, secretive, went to a 
remote corner of the office to fill out the form, 
Many were bashful and hastily hid the form 
and burried away. Some were suspicious of 
the whole business and took the forms as if 
they did not believe there was anything in it, 
but thought they might as well try. Most, 
however, were quietly thankful and willing 
to receive the help of the clerks. 

Inquiries in the poor districts In London 
revealed the fact many of the needy scorn 
their friends’ advice to apply fgr pensions. 
They cannot discriminate betw the pen- 
sion scheme and the ordinary poor relief. 
They say they have never had parish relief 
or charity and will not start now. Oth- 
ers are frankly skeptical of the genuine~ 
ness and say they never got something for 
nothing yet and don’t expect it now. :

The only’ escape from the tangle is for one

In 
that case the old leaguers can fight their bat- 
tle out at their leisure, and for that the fans 
are devoutly hoping. 


Giants* Claim Is Groundless. 

An award of that gamie to the Giants would 
mean the National league still is forced to 
truckle to the New York club owners. In 
the face of Hank O’Day’s testimony the 
Giants have not a shadow ofa chaim to that 
game, but instead should be glad to escape 
a forfeit. There was only one thing to do 


-last Wednesday after Merkle had been forced 


out. The decision should have heen made 
known at once, the field should have been 
ciéared, and the game finished in extra in- 
nings if possible. There was plenty of light 
to go on with the battled, and there were less 
than 18,000 people at the game, according to 
liberal qstimates. Consequently with any 
kind-of management the field could have been 
cleared. In fact, there should have been no 
fans on the field, as the stands seat more 
than 18,000.

Polo grounds fans from pouring out 
on to the diamond as sogm as they think a 
game is over, or nearly over, and there has 
been no real police protection there al! sea- 
son, ~The danger existing in this absence of 
regular policemen has been pointed out re- 
peatedly and the old league warned on ail 
sides that it was courting not only serious 
trouble but, actual scandal in permitting 


such conditions to go On unchanged, Nowy 


that. the scandal has arrived there ig no oc- 
casion for handing out sympathy. 


No Protection for Umpires. 
If it| had happened at any other grounds 


than New York's there ig no question but that ? 


the umpire would have forfeited the game to 
the visiting club on account of the crowd's 
interference. Anywhere else an umpire 
would have been assured sufficient police 
protection to enable him to do his duty as 
prescribed by the rules, without endangering 
the wholeness of his scalp. One hates to 
think what would have:happened to O'Day 
in New York if he had remained and tried 
to make the Giants resumé that game, 

In the first game of the worid’s series 
with Detroit last fall O’Day was called upon 
to make a much toughér decision, when 
he called Jimmy Slagle out at the plate for 
Steinfeldt’s interference with a play which 
in itself could not possibly have prevented 
Chicago's winning the first game on the west 
side. There were morg than 24,000 people 
jammed into the west side gpounds, and every 
one of them thought Slagle’s run gave the 
Cubs a victory, so started to swarm over 


‘the field. ButO’Day called Slagle out, wiping 


out the winning run, and not only was that 
big crowd held back in 'ite place so that the 
game could contiue, but there was hardly a 
murmur of dissent and no demonstration 
whateyer against O"Day when the game 
finally ended in a draw at the end of twelve 
innings. And the stake the Cubs were 
playing for that day wete much higher than 
the Giants and’ Cubs weré playing for on 
Wednesday 
Shows Difference in Crowds, 

That illustrates the difference between the 
temper of a baseball crowd in Chicago and 
one in New York, where the fans have been 
taught by years of tolerating Freedmanism 
and McGrawism thet New York isa law unto 
itself in baseball.

Clifford G. Roe, Chicago's youngest as- 

sistant state's attorney, is one of the latest 
champions to enter the field, and already he 
has| accomplished much in the way of oF- 
ganizing the forces of society against the 
evil. 

The day of Mr. Roe’s birth he |made a4 
speech on the wrongs of infants, and he has 
continued talking oh the righte or wrongs of 
some on¢ or other ever since. He has ideas 


of his own. and he has made up his mind that) 
he is going to let the world know abaut them, : 
So far the world hag shown itself fairly will- . 


ing 'to listen to him, gr d has even done him 
the honor to discuss"seme ,of hig ideas in a 
sleepy why, just a little bothered that any 
one! should stir it up so vigorously.!

He was 
brought to a vivid realization of what the 
white slave traffic meant, and when he saw 
the digmal procession of ruined girls who 
passed before him daily he determined to do 
whatever lay in his power to strike a blow 
at the evil which was reaponsibie for these 
shattered lives.

Enters on His Crusade. 

He invaded churchea; public halls, and all 
places where men and women meet together 
and he called upon his fellows to unite and 
rise against the monsters who were luring 
women to destruction for gold. He was talk- 
ing about something that he was well ac- 
quainted with and he managed to convey to 
his hearers something of the awful scenes of 
which he was every day apart. The news- 


papers came to his aid and public opinion was | 


aroused to such an extent that the clubs and 
various public bodies joined together to form 
a common committee which should consider 
what steps could be taken to suppress the 
nefarious traffic, It was fitting that Mr, Roe 
should be named as chairman of this com- 
mittee, which had been called into existence 
mainly through his efforts. 

In the meantime he waged unceasing war 
on the panderers in his capacity as state 
prosechtor. He brought 150 cases to trial 
and in every instance procured a conviction. 
It was also largely due to his arraignment 
of conditions that the pandering law was 
passed by the legisiature last May. This law 
provides severe penalties for those who make 
a living out of women’s degradation, and 
much good is —* > come from it. 

Tempers Justis with Mercy. 

As in most other things, Mr. Roe hag his 
own ideas of his duties as assistant state's 
attorney. 

“Bome prosecutors seem fo think,” he 
says, * that it is their duty to procure & con- 
viction In every case that they conduct, no 
matter what the merits. I believe that in 
many tases there ts really no necessity to 
invoke the law, and when I find a case of this 
kind I generally try to get the contestants to

OW to make an effective kick in busi- 
ness is worthy of far more philosophic 
study than it ever gets.

The kicker, in his anger, shows only that he 
is angry. The one receiving the kick finds 
nothing convincing ar to his part in provok- 
ing the outburst, while if he recognizes in 
the wording of the outburst that he is wholly 
innocent of any part in the cause of it he has 
the kicker at a disadvantage in a moment. 
It ie far pleasanter to kick an April fool hat 
with a brick in it than to jump angrily on an 
innocent person and explode your whole 
literal kick on a man who knows nothing of 
the circumstances whatever.

Health and Menta ity Ruined. 

But if the babies intrusted to these little 
mothers fare well an@ are scrupulously 
guarded against injury and accidents, the lit- 
tle mothers themselves expose their health 
and frequentiy ruin their forms. Mentally 
they become either stunted or else abnor- 

ially alert. They grow old in body and 
mind while they are mere children In years.

Never pense Their Charges. 

A walk through some of the slum districts 
revealed hundreds of these little mothers at 
work, caring for their younger brothers and 
sisters.. Lovingly and patiently they carry 
the children from place to place to protect 
them from the sun. Sometimes the little 
mother herself gets into a fuss with another 
over @ game and is ready to run away to 
avoid a fight, but the next instant she thinks 
of the child which is intrusted to her and 
stays or else takes the child and moves away 
deliberately. 

Occasionally one finds a Little boy wheeling 
a baby in A cart up and down the sidewalk. 
But it i not his own brother thet he is tak- 
ing care of. A boy seldom would do that. 
It is the child of a neighbor and he takes care 
of it to earn a nickel. 

Many of the more typical and permanent lit- 
tle mothers seek the playgrounds which are 
run in cénnection with settiéments and nur- 
series. Here they are assured freedom from 
fights. They aleo have a place to hide their 
little babies from the sun. They have plenty 
of sand to play with and build huts and when 


, beby becomes absorbed in play, the little 


mothers amuse themselves. | 

Often, however, during the hot summer 
days ‘baby is sick’ and the little mother

So said Orville Wright, one of the 

two American brother kings of aeronauts, 

on the afternoon of Sept. 9, 1908, when 

at Fort Myer he broke all world records 

of aerial navigation by remaining in the 

air sixty-two minutes and making a flight 

of forty-three miles, thus outdistancing 

all Burope and breaking his own record of the morning 

of the same day when his marvelous aeroplane achieved 

a flight of thirty-eight miles in 57 minutes 31 seconds. 

“TI am giad,” eaid Mr. Wright, “that I have made 

the longest flight in this country and that America 

holds the record. My brother, Wilbur, in France will be 

delighted also. We always wanted to make the record 
in this country and not abroad.” | 

Present among the 1,000 spectators who had gathered 

on the parade grounds at Fort Myer were al! the leading 

officials of the war and navy departments in Washing- 

ton, all those interested in aeronautics, and many promi- 
nent government officials from other departments.

Wright Enters the Field Unobserved. 


Wright came upon the field almost unnoticed, for 


few in the crowd recognized the slender, unassuming 
man. But when he reached the machine and touched it 
with the hand of a master he was instantly known. 
The engines were set In motion, the motor was tried, 
and the propellers given a whirl. Wright indicated that 
he was ready. He stepped lightly into the seat, ad- 
justed his goggles, pulled his cap tight over his fore- 
head and gave the word for the start. 

The weight was dropped and the machine slipped 
rapidly down the rail. Its forward kite sought the air 
and it ascended in graceful flight about thirty feet from 
the ground,’ circling round and round, now over the 
heads of the spectators in wide rings, now almost over 
the center of the grounds, making turns at an angle of 
45 degrees. Later the intrepid aeronaut took his ma- 
chine to a height of 120 feet, and when only five minutes 
remained in which to finish the hour’s flight he threw 
his craft higher still and sailed up into the air far 
out over the heads of the crowd into the open country, 

In his fifty-sixth circuit he passed above the of- 
ficials of the course and a mighty cheer went up. It 
was the marking of the hour's flight. Wright leaned 
over and waved his hands. The crowd broke into a 
frenzy of enthusiasm. Hats were flung aloft, hand- 
kerchiefae were waved by the women, rousing cheers 
were delivered by dignified army officers.

Gliding Machine with Motors. 


The machine with which the Wright brothers ex- 
ecute their wonders is described as remarkably simpie. 
“merely their gliding machine with a motor and pro- 
pellers attached.” It is equally remarkable for its 
efficiency. It has demonstrated that it can @y in a 
wind as great as twenty miles an hour, while none of 
the other aeroplanes ever have flown in a wind of half 
this velocity. 
face horizontal rudder mounted in front and ®% small 
vertical rudder at its center point, and twin vertical 
rudders at the rear for side steering. 

The two propellers are located on the lower plane 
a short distance to one side of the center line Of the 
machine. At the front end of the motor is the radiator, 
consisting of a number of small tubes closely as- 
sembled. The machine Is carrted on wood skids placed 
a short distance below the lower plane and which 
project forward and upward to form a support for the 
front horizontal rudder. 

Stays extend downward from the front edge of the 
upper plane to these skids and also upward from the 
front edge of the lower plane to their vertical uprights. 
The main planes measure 40x6% feet, spaced six feet 
apart. Their supporting surface is 600 square feét. 
The horizontal rudder planes are 16 feet long by about 
2% feet wide, their total surface being 75 square feet.

Aeroplane Alone Weighs 800 Pounds, 


The weight of the aeroplane without operator’ or 
supplies is about 800 pounds. With two men and a sup- 
ply of fuel and water it weighs about 1,500 pounds, 
which gives a loading of the surfaces of but two 
pounds per square foot. As some of the recent French 
aeroplanes carry from three to three and one-half 
pounds per square foot of supporting surface, it can 
be seen that the Wright machine is not heavily loaded, 
the consequence being that it can rise in the air and 
fly at a speed of twenty-six miles an hour, althotgh it 
is capable of traveling at the rate of forty, 

The machine Wilbur Wright uses in France has tio 
control levers, whilé the new machine his younger 
brother will test at Fort Myer has three. Two of these 
control the warping of the planes and the vertical rud- 
ders and can be worked in unison, while the third 
regulates the horizontal rudder. The four cylinder 
vertical water cooled gasoline motor, designed by the 
Wright brothers, is run at a constant speed of abodt 
1,400 revolutions per minute. It drives the propellers in 
opposite directions at about 600 revolutions per minute. 

The speed of the machine is managed by manipu- 
lating the surfaces and not by varying the Bpeed of the 
motor, The motor lies in a fore and aft direction across 
the lower plane a short distance to one side of the 
eenter line, while the aviator and passenger sit beside 
the motor on the other side of this line and with their 


| feet upon a cross brace below and in front of the plane.

Frame and Braces Light Wood. 


The frame and braces of the aeroplane are made of 


; Spruce, ash, and pine woods, and the surfaces are con- 


structed of unbleached muslin. The planes are braced 
in every direction with piano wire. They are flexibly 
connected so that they can be warped slightly by cords 
passing through pulleys and connected to the levers. 
The Wright machine is credited with 100 per cent 


more efficiency than the best aeroplanes made abroad. 
, But in point of stability and safety it appears ta less 
; advantage. 


Although the transverse and longitudinal 
stability can be maintained with great ease by the 
warping of the ends of the surfaces and the use of the 
horizontal rudder, there is nothing at all automatic itn 
the way this is done. The aviator alone must be de- 


, bended upon to control the equilibrium of the machine 
by moving levers. 


If anything should happen to the man directing the 
machine, or should he make a false movement of a 
lever, the aeroplane either would plunge suddenly to the 
ground or turn a backward somersault. Should any- 


‘thing happen to the horizontal rudder, as it has in some 


aeroplanes, the machine would be completely out of 
control of the awator and probably would be dashed to 
the ground. 

The Farman type of aeroplane uses a steadying tail 


‘which counteracts an accident happening to the rudder 


and vice versa. Thus the Wright machine saerifices 
‘safety for the sake of simplicity and efficiency. In an 
aeroplane to be used in war time the aviator particu- 


‘larly heeds velocity and efficiency and is willing te for- 


feit security to a considerable degree.

Mounted on Two Wheel Carriage. 


The Wright machine is mounted on a smal] two 


wheeled carriage, which is jerked forward by @ falling 


weight arranged in the tower at the rear of the aero- 
plane. This ‘accelerates the speed of the agreplanc 
more rapidly than the propellers alone can da and 


causes it to rise in the air after traveling a distance 
of a short 100 feet. The carriage ie left behind on the 
track along which it runs in making the start, while 


the aeroplane when alighting lands on ite skids. 
When reaily for the start the machine ia put on a 
single track facing the wind and is securely fastened 
with a cable. The engine is set in motion and the pro- 
pellers in the rear whirr. The aviator slips the cable 
and the machine shoots forward.

The ground below at first is a perfect blur, but as 
the aeroplane rises the abjects become clearer. At 2 
height of 100 feet one searcely can feel any motion 
at all, except for the wind which strikes one’s face.

“You make a short turn,” as Mr. Wright describes 
it, “yet you do not feel the sensation of being thrown 
from your seat, so often experienced in automobile and 
railway travel. You find! yourself facing toward the 
point from which you started. The objects on the 
ground now seem to be moving at a much higher speed. 
though you perceive no change in the pressure of the 
wind on your face. You know then that you are travel- 
ing with the wind. 

“When you near the starting point the operator 
stops the motor while still] high in the air. The ma- 
chine coasts down at an Oblique angle to the ground 
and after sliding fifty or a hundred feét comes to rest. 
Although the machine often lands when traveling at 
a speed of a mile a minute you feel no shock what- 
ever and cannot, in fact, till the éxact moment at which 
it finst touched the ground. The motor close beside you 
keeps up an almost deafehing roar during the whole 
flight, yet in your excitement you do not notice it till 
it stops.”

European Experimenter Here This Y ear. 

In ‘Europe the best known and most successful of 
the aeroplane experimentalists is Henry Farman, who 
visited the United States this summer on the invitation 
of the Aeronautical Society! of Ameri¢a. The invitation 
was given with a view to’ stimulating public interest 
in the aeroplane by giving a eeries of exhibitions of 
flights in various parts of the United States. Mr. Far- 
man made a first trial filght on July $1, when he made 
a decided and favorable impression. When the, motor 
was started the mathine gathered headway, slowly at 
first and then swiftly, the aeroplane running on its four 
pneumatic tired bicycle wheels. 

The tail lifted first, soan after the start. When a 
speed of about twenty-five miles an hour was reached 
the forward wheels gradually left the ground and the 
machine, at an elevation of about twenty feet above the 
ground, ran in a perfectly horizontal line and without 
the least deviation, either /longitudinally or laterally, 
until the power was shut off. It then alighted on an 
even keel and ran along for possibly a hundred yards 
before it came to a stop. | 

Under the conditions existing on that afternoon, with 
a wind of about five miles’ velocity blowing diagonally 
across the grounds, the aeroplane gave evidence of being 
under perfect control. At the present stage of the aero- 
plane’s development it is so delicate a fabric that a 
smooth and level janding place is an absolute necessity. 
But given this and a large enough field, and the present 
machine, Mr. Farman declares, would be capable of two 
and one-half hours’ flight atia speed of over forty miles 
an hour.

Steadiest Machine in Existence., 

Mr. Farman’s machine is the steadiest aeroplane in 
existence. It consists essentially of two planes 6% 
feet wide by 32 feet long, the one placed vertically above 
the other with a space of five feet between, a rudder 
for horizontal control in front, and a box shaped tail 
ten feet to the rear. In the genter of this is the vertiéal 
rudder for lateral control pnd for the prevention of 
lateral oscillation. 

The box tail is the asutbhinive feature of ‘Farman’s 
machine, and to this contrivance is largely owing its 
marvelous stability and évenness of flight. At the center 
of the planes and between them is carried a fifty horse 
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prize of $10,000 on Jan. 13 last, there being two post 
located at a) distance of 500 meters around which it 
was necessary to travel,

Successful Flight of Delagrange. 


‘On |Mar¢h 17 Delagrange competed for the 200 
francs prize for a flight of 200 meters in a straight line. 
He covered a distance of 209% mieters, or 884.18 feet, 
in 31 1+ + Bi seconds, which corresponds! to a spéed of 28.44 
miles am hour. These performances of the sculptor 
show that the type of machine which he/| originated, 
and whieh was copied and modified by Farman, is capa- 
ble lof | being flown by any one of ordinary intelligence 
wha will practice the art sufficiently. <A duplicate of 
this arhine can be had in America for $9,000.

The n€glect of the helicopter type seems to have 
been! due to a general impression that it does not offer 
a likelihood of success equal to that ¢f the) aeroplane 
or even of the ornithopter.. Those who are experi- 
menting With it, however, hold that in, starting, ascend- 
ing, balancing, hovering, descending, landing, simplicity, 
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safety, and resistance it really is superior to the aero- 
Plane. It also is contended that its horizontal velocity, 
although less than that of the aeroplane, will be con- 
siderable, variable, and sufficient.

Newest Type of Oscillating Machine. 

The Coulomb ornithopter is the newest type of oscil- 
lating wing machine. Bach wing is pivoted upon two 
inclined supports at its eenter, and made to rock upon 
this support as a pivot. Bach wing is 19.68 feet long 
by 9.84 feet Wide, and has at each end, arranged in two 
rows, sixteen cloth covered frames about 1x3 feet in 
size. 

These frames are pivoted so that they open and 
hang Cown at an angle of 45 degrees with the horizgon- 
tal when the wing ascends, and close, making a solid 
structure, when it deseends. They make 200 oscilla- 
tions a minute. The weight of the machine is 551 
pounds, and the supporting surface is 386% square feet. 

With the two men which it is intended to carry the 
total weight is 800 pounds, and the amount lifted per 
square foot of supporting surface is two pounds. A 
speed of twenty-five miles is expected. As this is the 
first machine built by M. Coulomb it is ratner rough in 
construction, the inventor's idea being first to demon- 
strate his principle and then to-perfect his machine. 

There is a vértical rudder. The height of the ma- 
chine above the ground is regulated by the speed at 
which the motor is run. On account of the location of 
the wings, ten feet above the motor, the inventor 
claims great stability for his machine. The apparatus 
is readily dismountable and can be taken apart and put 
together quickly. This apparatus is a type between 
that of the aeroplane and the helicopter.

Achievements of Count Zeppelin. 


A celebrated aeronaut of Germany is Count Zeppe- 
lin, whose farnous airship met with sudden and abso- 
lute destruction on Aug. 4. At 6:30 a. m. that morn- 
ing the count made his final attempt to accomplish the 
500 mile twenty-four hour journey required by the 
German government before it would purchase the air- 
ship. The weather was propitious and the huge air 
vessel made another of its several record breaking 
flights. 

It was headed for Mayence on the Rhine and there- 
fore followed a westerly course along the river to 
Schaffhatfsen and then Basle, and then northerly above 
it About nine hours after it started the airship de- 
scended upon an island in the Rhine at Oppenheim, 
some eight miles from its destination. The distance 
covered was about 260 miles, so that an average of 
twenty-nine miles an hour had been Maintained, de- 
spite the circumstance that a ‘number of evolutions 
had been performed above some of the cities pussed 
over. 

Several hours were spent in repairing the driving 
mechanism of one of the four propellers, and finally 
about 9 p. m. the large air bark reascended and one 
and one-half hours later was seen above Mayence. It 
started at once upon the return journey, but the 110 
horse power motor in the forward car gave trouble, 
making it impossible to travel at more than half speed. 
Puring the night the airship was sent to a height of 
6,000 feet and suffered such a loss of gas by this ma- 
neuver that it had to land:

Wrecked by a: Sudden Storm. 


It did so without trouble! near Stuttgart about noon. 
The navigator set his mechanics to work repairing the 
m.ctor. The ship was anchored in a large field and 
Was guarded by a detachment of soldiers. While 
Ccunt Zeppelin was at lunch at a nearby inn a storm 
suddenly arose and buffeted’ the huge craft so severely 
th.at it broke loose and burst. -The hydrogen ignited 
in some mysterious way and speedily put an end to 
the colossal vessel. 

The failure excited universal sympathy in behalf 
of the indomitable inventor, Count Zeppelin, and is 
set down to certain fundamental principles which gov- 
erm the whole theory of the dirigible balloon. The 
size and bulk which give to the airship its undoubted 
advantages of buoyancy, st#adiness,; and lifting power, 
expose it to almost certain destruction should it be 
struck by a sudden squall when anchored near the 
earth. Nor is it thonght by experts by any means 


‘certain that the dirigible would be able, even if far 


atove the earth, to withstand the wrenching and twist- 
ing stresses and the fierce vortices which it is Hable 
tv encounter in a heavy wind storm.

Handled with Remarkable Speed. 


Count Zeppelin was proud of the fact that his colos- 
eal craft could be drawn in and out of its shed with 
little help. In seven minutes the huge gas bag 
emerged and in a few minutes later the boat was float- 
ing up to the sky. The céntral car or cabin was a 
comfortable room flooded with the yellow light that 
filtered through the translucent balloon fabric of which 
the walls, the floors, and the ceiling were made. Com- 
fortable seats, suspended from fine chains, provided 
seating capacity for a dozen passengers. 

For a greater portion of their length the walls were 
provided with celluloid panes. The floor was frans- 
rarent whereyer it was not used as a footway. Seated 
comfortably in the central car one could look down 
and see the green earth, water, people, cities, and 
casties far below. He also could see birds circling 
around and fluttering anxiously, evidently frightened 
at the strange giant of the air. 

On the first of July the airship successfully accom- 


plished a twelve hour fligit at an elevation which 


varied from 1,000 to 2,500 feet. The distance covered 
was 220 miles. The average speed was thirty miles 
ar hour. It was this brilliant performance that in- 
duced the count to undertake the twenty-four hour 
flight which the government had made a condition 
precedent to its acceptance of the craft. 


The construction of the huge vessel followed the 
principle laid down by the inventor nearly ten years 
ago. It was built around a rigid aluminium frame, 
which assumed the form of a cylinder about 450 -feet 
long and which was divided into sixteen gas compart- 
ments similar to the water tight compartments of a 
steamship, The. gas envelope, which was stretched 
over the frame, consisted of alternate layers of canvas 
and rubber. About 80,780 square feet of fabric were 
required, | 

Because of this rigid structure the gas envelope 
always held its shape no matter how much or how 
little it ¢ontained. The airship was driven by two 
110 horse power motors, oné in each car. Each motor 
weighed 1,100 pounds and was therefore heavier than 
acronautic motors are apt to be. On the other hand, 
the motors were economical in fuel consumption and 
in lubricating’ oll. 

A simple and ingenious steering gear gave the 
count the fullest control over his ship. To guide the 
craft up or down four superposed planes were secured 
to the gas envelope near its forward end. Besides 
serving ag rudders the planes added to the stability 
of the airship. At a speed of forty-five feet a second 
the planes exerted a lifting effort of 1,760 pounds, 
enough to! keep the craft afloat even if there was con- 
siderable leakage of gas. The ship weighed 26,455 
pounds and could carry 10,582 pounds. The crew con- 
sisted of twelve meng two of whom were pilots, skilled 
in aerial navigation and meteorology.

America Offers No Encouragement. 

Although the three leading powers of the world, 
France, Germany, and Great Britain, have given offi- 
cial recognition to the airship, the United States con- 
gress has not appropriated a dollar for the advance- 
ment of the science of aeronautics in this country. 
And this, despite the fact that the private enterprise 
of American inventors and experimentalists has car- 
ried the development of the aeroplane to a point which 
has placed America far in the lead among the nations. 
Last July, however, the war department formed an 
aeronautic division of the signal corps and secured 
several balloons. | 

The latest aerial craft that has been contracted 
for is a small two man dirigible balloon, which is to 
be used to train the men of the aeronautic division in 
the operation of this kind of aerial vessel. The balloon 
was constructed by Capt. Thomas 8S. Baldwin, the pio- 
neer dirigible balloonist of America, and it embodies 
all the best ideas he has had as the result of his long 
practical experience in navigating the air. The gas

‘not surprised to find him in the fleld witha 
brand new drama entitled “ The Unwritten 
Lew,” which will be produced in the Eng- 
lish provinces and possibly in London ®arly 
next year.

However, Miss Elien 
Terry received a good deal of unenviable no- 
toriety through an account of a champagne 
bath which she was supposed to have taken. 
The story was proved to be absolutely with- 
out foundation. :

Chicago theatergoers shortly will be called 
upon to struggle with a new name—end ong 
with which they are little familiar—Jos4¢ 
Behegaray. One of his plays was presented 
by the New theater some time ago, but ag 
the so called regular playgoer was not in 
attendance in large force his name, and ita 
exasperating Spanish pronunciation, did not 
become generally familiar. 

Charlies Frederic Nirdlinger, a writer of 
considerable distinction and a dramatist of 
some reputation, has adapted one of 
Echegaray’s plays— £1 Gran Galeoto ‘for 
William Faversham’'s use. 
has named his play “ The World and His 
Wife,” and it was produced at the Belasco 
theater, Washington, last Monday evening, 
Scandal and its far reaching results on the 
innocent is the theme of the drama.

time in Madrid a quarter of a century ago, 
and has been a great favorite, net only in 
Spain, but in other continental countries. 


is now in his seventy-sixth year. 


indeed, he is referred to as ‘the Jord of the 
Spanish stage.’’ He is a man of great learn- 
ing, mathematics being his special study, 
and of which he is the authority in his own 
country. It was not until| he had reached 
his thirty-second year that Echegaray 
turned his thoughts towards the drama. : 

It all came about in a peculiar way. His 
younger brother, greatly to his amazement, 
had written a play in verse and the same 
was produced with some considerable suc- 
cess.

The revolution of 1868 now came about, and 
Echegaray, long interested |in politics, took 
a hand. He was given an important post 
in the government. with the result that his 
interest in the drama was sidetracked for a 
period of five years. In 1873 his namé¢ wae 
proscribed. He escaped to Paris. and while 
in that city he wrote his first acted play, 
‘El Libro Talonavio,”” whith was produced

| Vangador”’ and “ Le Ultima Noche ’’—both 


failures. 

His next play, ‘‘ Bn el Puno de la Eepada,”’ 
proved «& real work of genius. Since this 
triumph, made in 1875, Bchegaray has been 
accepted as the greatest dramatist of Spain. 
One success has followed another with sur- 
prising success. 

Of the Atty or more plays which he has 
written, “Ei Gran Galeoto,” which Mr. 
Nirdlinger has adapted for Mr. Faversham, 
takes first rank- among thé author’s work. 
It ig said that Mr. Nirdlinger has made a 
free translation of the work. He has fntro- 
duced a new and important character, and 
while in the original the speeches are long 
and perfervid, the Nirdlinger play ts crisp 
in nee and quick in ection.
